Outlines His Views 
DENVER, 
Colo., 
May 17.—In a 
statement issued following his 
ap­ 
pointment 
today, 
Senator Alva B. 
Adams said: 
“As a member of the United States 
senate I shall regard the people of 
Colorado as my clients .and shall 
have no interests which conflict with 
theirs. 
I do' not and cannot know 
the full nature of the problems tha‘ 
may arise during my term. 
But J 
do have views and principles more or 
less fundamental in their 
nature, 
which will control my action where 
(hey are applicable. 
“As to the operation of railroads, 
it may be that government owner­ 
ship and control is the solution of 
the transportation problem, but I be­ 
lieve that a further test of private 
ownership of the roads with contin­ 
ued government supervision, should 
he made before our system is chang­ 
ed. 
“Some parts of the Esch-Cummins 
railroad bill I do not indorse, and I 
think they ought to be repealed. 
I 
favor the repeal of the clause creat- 
ing the railroad labor board. 
It has 
not worked well. It has served as a 
source of irritation among railroad 
men rather than as a means of sooth­ 
ing them. 
“I am in favor of law- enforcement, 
and that applies to the 
eighteenth 
amendment. It is a part of the con­ 
stitution and should not be dodged. 
“I am in sympathy with most ol 
the economic purposes of the farm 
bloc, but I do not think that blocs 
should exert their influence to the 
detriment of the whole, and I doubt 
their wisdom and propriety 
when 
considered as political 
units 
other 
than as economic blocs. 
“I am in favor of an adequate line 
of defense. 
We ought to be better 
prepared than we w ere in 1917. I am 
in sympathy with the arms limitation 
treaty in a general way, inasmuch as 
it is aimed lo lessen the probability 
of war. 
It also lowers the cost o! 
defense, which is at least a little 
good to the taxpayer. 
I am general­ 
ly in favor of anything 
that 
will 
make war more improbable, but 
I 
think the arms limitation treaty is 
less effective than the league of na­ 
tions plan. 
“The international policies of Sen­ 
ator La Follette and those who agree 
with him do not meet my approval. 
I am a progressive and I believe in 
eliminating the bad things in our 
government, but I am in favor of re­ 
taining the things that are good. 
“The vast industrial development 
due to steam and 
electricity have 
produced a new age, industrially aud 
socially. 
“Because of the 
resulting 
condi­ 
tion of industrial and social injus­ 
tice, some w-ould place all the in­ 
strumentalities 
of 
production 
and 
distribution in the 
ownership and 
control of the state, which would as 
a necessary consequence also regu­ 
late the industrial activities of every 
individual. 
This would produce a 
situation which would be worse than 
that w-hich it was devised to replace. 
The 
extreme 
individualist 
would 
have the state keep its hands entire­ 
ly off industry. The individualist op­ 
poses the intervention of the state 
in the affairs of the individual 
on 
the ground that it imupairs personal 
freedom. 
Today the intervention of 
the state has become necessary 
in 
many instances to preserve the free­ 
dom of the individual. 
“The government should stop child 
labor of the kind that 
stunts 
the 
child’s growth, denies him the oppor­ 
tunity for education, and robs him 
of his childhood. 
“The government should 
prevent 
working conditions which are unsan­ 
itary, or destructive of the moral or 
physical 
welfare 
of 
the 
worker. 
Especially among women a far great­ 
er hazard of evil results from low 
wages rather than from long hours. 
The courts have upheld the legisla­ 
tive right to limit the hours of labor 
in many occupations, but the United 
States supreme court recently has 
denied the right to fix a minimum 
wage for women, saying 
that 
the 
right of private contract could not 
be so limited. 
“The preservation of peace is of 
far greater importance than the suc­ 
cess of political parties, and if the 
president and his party can promote 
world peace, I shall be glad to sup­ 
port their efforts, even though the 
motive which inspires them be to 
their partisan advantage. I hope the 
senate will give its consent to the 
portocol establishing United States 
membership 
in 
the 
international 
court of justice.’*
